EXECUTIVE FORCE REVIEW COMMITTEE FINDINGS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
USE OF FORCE 


The purpose of this memo is to notify you of the Review Committee’s findings and 
recommendations concerning the use of force incident which occurred on March 
16, 2009. 


The Committee met on February 11, 2010, and consisted of me; Commander 
Daryl Evans, Technical Services Division; and Commander Stephen B. Johnson, 
Custody Operations Division. 


The Committee deemed: 


. as Founded, the allegation that Deputy 
violated the Department's Manual of Policy and Procedures, Section: 3- 
01/030.10 (Obedience to Laws, Regulations, and Orders), as it relates to 
Custody Division Manual Section: 5-05/090.05 (Handling Insubordinate, 
Recalcitrant, Hostile, or Aggressive Inmates), on or about March 16, 2009, 
Deputy Quintanilla: 


a. Failed to expeditiously notify or request the immediate presence of a 
supervisor and/or assistance or backup prior to dealing with, or handling, 
or personally engaging a recalcitrant/potentially violent inmate while the 
inmate was locked in the shower area, and/or, 


b. chose to individually engage a recalcitrant/potentially violent inmate by 
calling him out of the secured shower area after hearing the inmate make 
threats and use profanity, thereby leading to a confrontation which lead 
deputies to use significant force in order to subdue the inmate. 


The Committee recommended that Deputy O HE GOG a 
Suspension with loss of pay and benefits for_1_ day.

Incident Details 


On March 16, 2009, at approximately 1050 hours, De ty tes assisting 3100 Module Deputy 
nd 3100/3300 Prowl/Movement Deputy with inmate showers in Module 3300. Inmate 
Barnett concluded his shower and was ready to be escorted to his cell. Deputy, anned the 3300 
officer's cage and controlled the gate levers while Deput, backed Deputy Deputy 
E Inmate Barnett through the cuffing port of the Baker row shower cell. Prior to 
opening the shower cell gate, Deputy ili Deputy that he had given Inmate Barnett a 
razor prior to his shower, and asked if Inmate Barnett had surrendered his razor. 


Prior to opening the shower cell gate, Deputy Ee skea Inmate Barnett for the razor. Inmate 
Barnett said he had no razor and never received one. 


Deputy EB asked Deputy to check the crate in the officer's cage for the razor in Inmate 
Barnett’s slot for cell #8. There was no razor in the slot, which indicates Inmate Barnett’s razor was 


checked out. 


Deputy IEE directed Inmate Barnett out of the shower cell and asked him for the razor. Inmate 
Barnett replied, “I don’t fuckin have it.” 


Deputy and Deputy [escorted Inmate Barnett off Baker row and into the corridor located in 
front of Module 3300 officer's cage. Deputy {EEE conducted a cursory search of Inmate Barnett's 
person for the razor. 


ee A Inmate Barnett's right leg, Inmate Barnett quickly turned toward Deputy 
land into a crouched position. Believing Inmate Barnett may have the razor in his hand, Deputy 
HERR immediately grabbed Inmate Barnett and took him down to the floor. Inmate Barnett began to 
violently kick at the deputies. The deputies repeatedly gave Inmate Barnett verbal commands to stop 


fighting and kicking, but he refused to comply. 

Deputy unched Inmate Barnett 3-4 times on the left side of his face. Inmate Barnett continued 
kicking. Deputy then elbowed Inmate Barnett 4-6 times in the lower back. Inmate Barnett 
continued his aggression toward the deputies. 

In order to gain control of Inmate Barnett’s legs, Deputy! struck Inmate Barnett three times on his 
ankle with a flashlight. Inmate Barnett stopped his assaultive behavior after Deputy Se pioyea a three 
to four second burst of Freeze + P to his face. 


Inmate Barnett's razor was found secreted in his right sock.

Sergeant Ernie Barbosa and Lieutenant Thomas Shannon interviewed Inmate Barnett on videotape in the 
MCJ medical clinic after the incident. 


Inmate Barnett stated Deputy M scorte him from the Baker row shower cell to the corridor area 
in front of Module 3300 officer’s cage. 


Deputy E: ---- Inmate Barnett, "What was that you said the other day?” Inmate Barnett said, “I 
don’t know what your talking about.” Deputy sked, “Where's the razor?” Inmate Barnett 
replied, “On top of the telephone.” 

Deputy M- nche Inmate Barnett once on the right side of his face, then threw Inmate Barnett to 
the floor where he landed face down onto the left side of his face. Deput struck Inmate Barnett 
4-5 additional times on the left and right side of his face. Deputy then pepper sprayed him. 
Inmate Barnett stated he felt 8-10 fists punching his body. He also felt someone kicking and stomping on 


his ankle more than 5 times. 


Medical Review 


Inmate Barnett was medically examined and treated at the Men’s Central Jail medical clinic for OC 
exposure, facial swelling and redness, a chin laceration, knee contusions, a contusion to his left ankle, and 
a swollen left ankle. He was subsequently transported via radio car to Los Angeles County University 
Southern California Medical Center Jail for x-rays to be taken of his left ankle. It was determined Inmate 
Barnett sustained a fractured left ankle. 


No deputies were injured as a result of this incident.

Inmate Barnett concluded his shower and was ready to be 
escorted to his cell. Deputy manned the 3300 officer's cage and co 

gate levers while Deputy backed Deputy ne Deputy | 
handcuffed Inmate Barnett through the cuffing port of the Baker row shower cell. Prior to 

opening the shower cell gate, Deputy ‘old Deputy at he had given 

Inmate Barnett a razor prior to his shower, and asked if Inmate Barnett had surrendered

Deputy Takedown; punched Inmate Barnett 3-4 times on the left side of his 
face; elbowed Inmate Barnett 4-6 times on his back and lower torso. 


Deputy s ruc Inmate Barnett 3 times on his ankle with a flashlight. 


Deputy HBP ---- his left foot onto Inmate Barnett's left shoulder and applied 
pressure, pushing Inmate Barnett to the floor; placed his left knee onto Inmate Barnett's 
upper back; deployed 2-3 second burst of Freeze +P to Inmate Barnett’s face.

Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Don Slawson was notified and Sergeant Teri Roberts 
responded to Men’s Central Jail to conduct a force review of the incident. 


Inmate Barnett spoke to Internal Affairs Sergeant Teri Roberts on March 17, 2009. 
Inmate Barnett stated Deputy EEE nandcutfea and escorted him out of the 3300 
Baker row shower cell to the area in front of the 3300 officer's cage. Deput 

told Inmate Barnett to face the wall and spread his legs. Deputy kicked his 
right leg further and began to search him. Deputy MR 2s ce Inmate Barnett for 
his razor. Inmate Barnett indicated the razor was on top of the telephone and that he 
never touched it. 


Deputy EE punched Inmate Barnett once on the right side of his face, pulled back 
on his handcuffs in addition to the collar of his shirt, and slammed Inmate Barnett on the 
floor face down. Deputy placed his knee_on Inmate Barnett’s back and 
punched him 4-5 additional times in the face. Deputy cn pepper sprayed him 
in the eyes. Inmate Barnett felt 8-10 fists hitting him in the face, back, legs and his sides. 
He also felt someone stepping and stomping on his ankle. 


Inmate Barnett denied resisting or kicking the Deputies.

DEPUTY EE Employee es interviewed on March 30, 


2009, by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Teri Roberts and Sergeant Frank Quichocho. 
Deputy MEMME was represented by Green & Shinee Attorney Mitchell Kander. The 
interview took place at the Internal Affairs Bureau and was digitally recorded. The 
following is a summary. 


Deputy was assigned as the 3100/3300 Movement Deputy. 3100 module 
Deput lasked Deputy MN: he would assist with shower changes. Deputy 

asked 3100/3300 Prowl Movement Deputy Bto back him while he 
(Deputy EEE handcuffs Inmate Barnett to escort him out of the shower cell (refer 
to Exhibit D) of Module 3300 Baker row. The shower cell is the first cell behind the 
officer's cage.

While Deput was monitoring the trusties deliver chow in module 3100 Baker row, 
Deput vised Dep uty M: +: Inmate Barnett had not turned in his razor. 
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Prior to opening the shower cell gate, Deputy He skex Inmate Barnett to give 
up his razor. Inmate Barnett said he had no razor and never received one. 


Deputy EE asked Deputy | sae was in the 3300 officer's cage (refer to 
Exhibit D), to check the box (refer to Exhibit D) in the officer's cage where the inmates’ 


razors are stored and accounted for. There was no razor in the slot for cell #8, which 
indicates Inmate Barnett’s razor was missing. By this time, Deput had already 
racked the shower cell gate in the open position. As Deputy directed Inmate 
Barnett out of the shower cell, he once again asked Inmate Barnett for the razor. Inmate 
Barnett replied, “I don’t fuckin have it.” 


Deputy IEEE escorted Inmate Barnett off Baker row, through the sally port area 
(refer to Exhibit D) and into the corridor (refer to Exhibit D) located in front of Module 
3300 officer's cage. As Inmate Barnett was standing and facing the wall, Deputy 

onducted a cursory search of Inmate Barnett’s person for the razor. Inmate 
Barnett appeared tense and was repeatedly looking around. Deputy O to 
Inmate Barnett 2-3 times to stop looking around and to face the wall. 


When Deputy EEE bent down while searching Inmate Barnett’s right i Barnett 


suddenly spun towards Deputy MEM in a crouched position. “nt 
believed he was going to be attacked by Inmate Barnett. Deputy immediately 


rabbed Inmate Barnett by his shirt and pulled him down to the floor, face down. Deputy 
SE occ on top of Inmate Barnett. Barnett began to kick his legs and attempted 
to turn around and face Deputy Deputy repeatedly gave Inmate 
Barnett verbal commands to stop fighting, but Barnett refused to comply. 


Deputy {J was unable to control Inmate Barnett. Deputy MEM struck 
Barnett 3-4 times in the left side of his face with a fist as Inmate Barnett continued to kick. 
Deputy (EEE then elbowed Inmate Barnett 4-6 times in the lower back. Inmate 
Barnett again attempted to turn around and continued to kick his legs up in the air. 


Deputy I responded and gave Inmate Barnett verbal commands to stop fighting. 
Deputy Ahen deployed his OC spray to Barnett’s facial area. Inmate Barnett stated, 
“Okay. _I’m_done, lm done, I’m done.” Inmate Barnett stopped turning and kicking. 
continued to search Inmate Barnett’s person and found the intact razor 


Deputy 
inside his sock in the outer area of his right ankle. Sergeant Barbosa and additional 
deputies arrived. 


Deputy [reported his use of force to Sergeant Barbosa. He was not injured in 
the incident. 


Deputy E not see what force Deputy used, nor does he not know how 
Inmate Barnett sustained a fractured ankle. 
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Deputy T not use his OC spray because he felt he did not have time due to 
Inmate Barnett crouching down toward him and feared Inmate Barnett may have the razor 
in his hand. The first thing that came to Deputy HE vine was to grab Inmate 
Barnett by the shirt and take him down to the floor.

a2: represented by Green & Shinee Attorney Mitchell Kander. The interview took 
place at the Internal Affairs Bureau and was digitally recorded. The following is a 
summary. 


Deput as assigned as the Deputy end Deputy 
ere assisting Deputy ith the inmate shower exchanges. Inmate Barnett 


was finished with his shower and was ready to be escorted back to his cell, Able row, #8. 


Deputy EE was standing in front of the 3300 Baker row gate (refer to Exhibit D) by 
the shower cell as Deputy EE handcuffed Inmate Barnett through the cuffing port 
(refer to Exhibit D) of the shower cell gate. Deputy Anen racked open the shower 
cell gate from inside the officer's cage.

Once Inmate Barnett stepped out of the shower cell onto the row, Deput asked 
Deputy (if Inmate Barnett had surrendered his razor. Deputy hen 
asked Inmate Barnett for the razor. Barnett stated he was not given a razor. 


Deputy Ma visca Deputy M that he himself had escorted Inmate Barnett 
into the shower earlier and specifically recalls giving Barnett a razor. 


Deputy [I asked Deputy |i check the crate in the officer's cage where 


each inmate’s razor is accounted for and stored. Depu indicated there was no 
razor in Inmate Barnett’s slot for cell #8. Deputy asked Inmate Barnett again 
for the razor. Barnett responded, “I don’t have a fuckin razor.” 
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Deputy EB ang Deputy scorte Inmate Barnett off of Baker row to the 
corridor area in front of Module 3300 officers cage to conduct a search_of Inmate 
Barnett’s person for the razor. As Inmate Barnett was facing the wall, Deputy 

told Barnett he was going to be searched for the razor and instructed him to spread his 
legs. Inmate Barnett complied. 


As Deputy SE was searching Inmate Barnett’s leg toward his ankle, Barnett 
suddenly turned around, squatted down, and appeared as though he was about to charge 
at Deputy IE Deputy immediately grabbed Inmate Barnett by his shirt 
and took him down to the floor. Deputy as positioned at Inmate Barnett's 
upper torso. Barnettturned on his side and began to scissor- kick his legs, violently, back 
and forth at Deputy ana Deputy | 


In order to subdue Inmate Barnett’s legs without being kicked, Deputy I struck 
Barnett once on his ankle with a flashlight, with little to no effect. Deputy [struck 
Inmate Barnett’s ankle a second time. Barnett continued to scissor-kick his legs. Deputy 

then hit Inmate Barnett’s ankle a third time with the flashlight. Barnett stopped 
kicking, but continued to struggle. 


Deputy Hs on his radio and announced that Deputies were involved in a fight in 
Module 3300. Deputy M as able to gain control of Inmate Barnett’s legs. Deputy 

responded and OC sprayed Inmate Barnett in the face. Barnett said, “Okay, man 
Okay. l'm done, l'm done.” After pat-searching Inmate Barnett, a razor was recovered 
from inside his sock. 


Deputy B believed hitting Inmate Barnett with the flashlight was the only force option 
he had at the time. He was unable to spray Inmate Barnett with OC spray because he 
was not near Barnett’s face. Deputy focus was to subdue Inmate Barnett’s legs 
to prevent injury to himself and Deputy in addition to any responding 
personnel. 


Deputy M -porte his use of force to Sergeant Barbosa. He was not injured during 
the incident. Deputy baw blood on Inmate Barnett’s lip.

DEPUTY Em ployee E was interviewed on March 30, 2009, 


by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Teri Roberts and Sergeant Frank Quichocho. Deputy 
ac: represented by Green & Shinee Attorney Mitchell Kander. The interview took 
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place at the Internal Affairs Bureau and was digitally recorded. The following is a 
summary. 


Deputy Mas assigned as the 3100/3300 Prowl/Movement Deputy. He was in the 
officer's cage (refer to Exhibit D) of module 3300, controlling the gate levers while 
Deut llr Here escorting inmates, individually, to and from the 3300 
Baker row shower cell. 


When Inmate Barnett’s shower time was up, deputy handcuffed Barnett 
through the cuffing port of the shower cell gate. Deputy! as standing several feet 
behind Deputy A < to the row gate. Deputy| old Deputy to 
rack the cell gate open. As Inmate Barnett exited the cell, Deputy eard Barnett 


say, “Hey, | don’t have the fuckin razor.” 


Deputy EEE asked Deputy M: o check the storage box in the officer's cage for 
Inmate Barnett's razor. There was no razor in Barnett’s slot, which indicates Inmate 
Barnett had not surrendered his razor. Deputy EEE stated he was going to search 
Inmate Barnett's person for the razor. Deputy [nd Deputy scores 
Inmate Barnett off of Baker row, and out of sight of the other inmates, to the corridor area 
in front of Module 3300 officer's cage. Deput instructed Inmate Barnett to 
face the wall and spread his legs as Deputy held Inmate Barnett’s cuffed 
hands, with a firm grip, behind his back. 


Deputy EEE conducted a pat down search. As Deputy EE was bent over 


searching the sock of Inmate Barnett's right leg, Barnett abruptly turned around and tried 
to face Deputy Quintanilla. Barnett said, “Hey, what the fuck are you doing? Why are you 
doing this? | don’t have a fuckin razor.” Inmate Barnett became hostile and 
uncooperative. Deputy, reached up with one arm, grabbed Inmate Barnett, and 
pulled him down to the floor. Deputy, was unable to see what transpired between 


Deputy land Inmate Barnett while they were on the floor due to the obstruction 
of a 4-foot aluminum barrier (refer to Exhibit D}, from the ground up, on the inside of the 
officer's cage. Deputy heard Deputy request assistance over the radio 


indicating there was a 415, deputy involved. 


Deputy heard multiple verbal commands from Deputies EE "3 for 
oo! 


Inmate Barnett to stop fighting and stop kicking. Deputy Lance rman 
arrived inside the officer's cage and took over the security for Deputy Deputy 
HE ft the officer's cage to assist the deputies with Inmate Barnett. 


When Deputy O SOI out into the sally port area (refer to Exhibit D), he saw 
Inmate Barnett on the floor throwing kicks and jousting his legs backwards towards Deputy 

Inmate Barnett was also thrusting his shoulders back and forth, appearing as 
though he was attempting to turn over onto his back. Deputy {EEE was hovering 
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over Inmate Barnett’s upper torso, utilizing his body weight to pin Barnett down. 


As Inmate Barnett was attempting to turn over onto his back utilizing his right shoulder, 
Deputy immediately placed his left foot onto Inmate Barnett’s left shoulder, pinning 
him to the floor. Deputy’ gave Inmate Barnett several commands to stop fighting, 
stop kicking, and lay face down on the floor. Inmate Barnett continued his aggression 
toward the deputies. Deputy ii moved his left foot from Inmate Barnett’s shoulder, 
knelt down and placed his knee on the upper portion of Inmate Barnett’s back to keep him 
face down on the floor. As Deputy ince again, was giving Inmate Barnett verbal 
commands to stop fighting and to lay face down on the floor, Deputy Mcp oyed a 
3-5 second burst of Freeze + P spray to Barnett’s facial area. Barnett then said, “Alright, 
alright. | had enough. | give up.” Inmate Barnett stopped kicking and struggling. 3-4 
additional deputies arrived on scene and a Code 4 was broadcasted over the radio.

SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 


INMATE ALEXANDER BARNETT, Booking #1723409, was interviewed on March 17, 
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2009, by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Teri Roberts. The interview took place at 
Men’s Central Jail in an interview room next to 6000, and was digitally recorded. The 
following is a summary. 


After returning from the roof area, Inmate Barnett returned to his housing area, module 
3300, Able row, cell 8. Shower exchange was called and Inmate Barnett was the first 
inmate to be escorted to the shower. When Inmate Barnett finished his shower, 
3100/3300 Movement Deputy O ERR Inmate Barnett behind his back 
through the cuffing port. Prior to opening the gate, Deputy walked back into 
the officer's cage for approximately 5-10 minutes. 


When Deputy turned Inmate Barnett asked Deputy How do you 
pronounce your name?” Deputy ME esponded, “Why do you need to know how 
to pronounce my name for?” Inmate Barnett said, “I was trying to be respectful.” Deputy 
Io scrca Inmate Barnett to face the wall and Barnett complied. 


Deputy EEE grasped Inmate Barnett's handcuffs from behind and escorted him out 
of the shower to the wall in the front of the officer's cage. As Inmate Barnett faced the 
wall, Deputy EEE nstructed Barnett to spread his legs. Deputy R 
Inmate Barnett’s right leg out further. Deputy M ose Barnett, “What was that 
you were saying the other day?” Barnett said, “The other day? | don’t know nothing about 
the other day, sir.” Deputy i =K cc. “Where is your razor. The razor they give 
you for your shower?” Barnett said, “It’s on top of the telephone, sir. | never touched it.” 


Deputy EE responded by saying, “Oh, iis Inmate Barnett once on 
the right side of the face with his right fist. Deputy pulled Inmate Barnett back 


by the handcuffs and the collar of his shirt, and slammed him to the floor, face down. 
Deputy [EE placed his knee onto Inmate Barnett’s back and struck him 4-5 
additional times in the face. As Inmate Barnett was struggling, Deputy EEE pper 
sprayed him in his eyes. Inmate Barnett felt 8-10 fists hitting him in the face, back, legs, 
and sides. He also felt someone stomping on his ankle. 


Inmate Barnett denies resisting or kicking at the deputies.
